It won't hurt phenolic, but 
you need to be careful not to get it on coils etc. as it will detune them.

> Does anybody know whether DeOxit D5 (or ProGold) is harmful to phenolic 
> switch wafers? ...... 


Generally speaking the answer is no. I defer to Dr. Ornitz for an informed 
discussion on phenolic resins and materials utilizing them, such as the 
composite switch wafers are fabricated from. In my experience, and I've 
treated perhaps a 1000 phenolic wafer switches, I've never seen such a 
switch wafer swell or warp, even with considerable elapsed time after 
treatment. But there is always the possibility two specific materials could 
react unfavorably and produce such a result, I suppose. 


Pro-Gold, as Caig suggests, is a post treatment after switch contacting is 
restored using DeOxit D5S-6 or other more active treatment formulae. Barry 
Ornitz can explain the process better than I can. 


The problem with spraying contact treatments is you may get it into things 
where it will cause problems, such as into mica trimmer capacitors. Some 
types of coil forms and tuning cores can be adversely affected. 


First test the spray applicator to see if you can control the spray from a 
dribble to full blast. If control is difficult it is better to apply the 
treatment with an artist's paint brush. Caution is free, use it liberally.

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Now, I know we have some real talented old geezers at this post. And = 
what I 
have to say may be mush, but let the 'lid' talk. 


When I have a crinkle cabinet that just needs a new coat of paint, what = 
I do 

is put a light coat of Rustoleum flat primer on it. Use the spray can = 
and 

just sort of put it on all over, but not too think and if you miss a = 
spot or 

two, well that is OK. Then I take some satin black that will sort of = 
match 

the original black, some of the old stuff is hard to match because there 
is 

sort of a little like silver or something in it. Old RCA paint is like 
that. I got a can of Sherwin Williams black satin and then I just spray = 
a 

couple of light coats. The crinkle that left from the old paint will = 
keep 

most of the texture close to the original and this is an easy way to do = 
it. 


Another paint that I used on an old Bud crinkle cabinet was the = 
Rustoleum 

flat textured finish. I am not really prepared nor skilled in the = 
original 

heat technique with crinkle paint so this is what I do and it is 
satisfactory enough for me.

There is a rumor that it is conductive while still wet, so you might 
wait till dry before applying power.
